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CHOOSE THE SON 

The Vietnam War produced stories of extreme valor, 
heartache, success, failure, victory and defeat. I have 
often said that my heroes are those who, loving life 
and fearing death, none the less left their non-warrior 
jobs, precious families and homes to go where many 
ran from, to do what they feared, because our nation 
called. Moral courage has always been of greater im¬ 
portance than physical bravery to me. To my knowl¬ 
edge one of the greatest stories to emerge from our 
longest war involved a young man and his dad. Every 
reader of this Newsletter should remember and pass on 
this story of Promise. 

The dad had worked hard and been rewarded with 
tremendous earthly wealth. He used much of his fi¬ 
nances to collect art treasures from around the world, 
a hobby he shared with his beloved son. It wasn’t the 
collection he revered, but the quality time the two 
spent together. The two men were inseparable as they 
identified, acquired, and arranged what became one of 
the truly premier collections in the world. Just at the 
height of their enjoyment, when people like Bill 
Clinton were avoiding the draft, burning Old Glory 
























and visiting the Soviet Union, the son was called to 
serve. His father’s influence and means could have 
kept him home, but he chose instead to put on the 
uniform of the United States and do what our coun¬ 
try said was i' 0 ht. The two vowed to renew their 
wonderful pastime when the son returned. You can 
imagine the father’s grief when word came that his 
boy had been slain. The man lost total interest in 
fine arts and sealed up that part of his home. 

Several years passed before a young man knocked at 
the door. The father had grown old beyond his 
years grieving over the loss of his son and compan¬ 
ion, the last member of his family. The visitor ex¬ 
plained how he had delayed coming until he could 
finish a drawing of his comrade — the son. It was¬ 
n’t a masterpiece, just an amateur’s best work. He 
explained how his best friend had died saving the 
visitor’s life. The two sat for hours as the younger 
man recounted how the son used to talk about the 
great pleasure he and his dad experienced working 
together on the art collection. The man had vowed 
to capture the goodness in a drawing of the buddy 
he remembered so well. It had taken the interven¬ 
ing years for his unskilled hands to produce all his 
heart could see. The dad thanked the soldier, ac¬ 
cepted the gift, reopened and continued the expan¬ 
sion of his collection with the pen and ink likeness 
of his son as its center piece. 

When the old gentleman died, his Will revealed that 
an auction was to be held to dispose of his priceless 
collection. Connoisseurs from around the world 
came to bid on the great works of art. The first 
sketch, amid such incomparable works of Andrea 
del Sarto (16-Century frescoes Madonna of the Har¬ 
pies), Fra Angelico’s 15th C. mural, Madonna of the 
Linen; Max Beckmann’s The Descent From the 
Cross, Gentile Bellini — Renaissance Saint Francis in 
Ecstasy, even Michelangelo da Caravaggio’s The 
Supper at Emmaus, was that of the son. The skilled 
eyes of the learned audience knew at a glance that 
the rough drawing was made by an amateur — no 
one would offer even a $100 bid. 

A one-time friend and servant of the family had 
stopped by the open-house to watch the bidding. 
She felt terrible that no one would offer a cent for 
what she knew to be the most loved of all the for¬ 
mer owners treasures. Searching her purse she pro¬ 
duced enough wrinkled bills to meekly offer $50. 
The auctioneer tried in vain to excite the many rep¬ 
resentatives of the rich willing to pay tens of mil¬ 
lions for a single painting or sculpture. Finally, in 
desperation, to bring the quality pieces of the vast 
collection to the block, the gavel went down in fa¬ 
vor of “the nanny with $50.” Some laughed, others 


shifted in their seats glad to get on with the valuable 
offerings, but everyone gasped when the executor of 
the estate came to the podium and announced: 
“This auction is now overl” The trustee explained 
to the stunned audience that the Will clearly speci¬ 
fied that whoever took “The Son,” would receive the 
entire estate!

I’ve 
mentioned how, like a small boy riding on my 
Granddad’s lap, I thought I was driving his big 
truck, even though his finger was at the bottom on 
the wheel. As I review my life, even though I often 
thought it was me at the wheel, I recognize God’s 
Grace keeping me on track. Without God there is 
nothing. With Him, through His Son, we have all 
hope.

ALMOST HEAVEN GETS AN LZ 

I am proud to announce that any Flying Elks can 
now land at Almost Heaven’s new landing zone 
(LZ). The roads at Flying Elk II, along with the 
3,000-foot airstrip are being completed as this 
Newsletter goes to print. Dream Catcher, our 150 
horsepower Piper Tripacer will be the first bird to 
officially light on our new private runway. The 
Grangeville based Highland company under Andy 
Hairston did a great job in giving us the highest 
quality roads of the Almost Heaven nine sub¬ 
divisions. All that remains is a proper topping for 
the runway. Hard-surface would be nice, but ex- 
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pensive. At present we plan a grass-turf top. The 
Northwest landing — Southeast departure offers a 
clear approach 2,000-feet over the Clearwater Val¬ 
ley. The runway belongs to all the owners of prop¬ 
erty at Flying Elk II, with assurance that any Almost 
Heaven operated aircraft has access to the airport. At 
present I have 20 students in line for pilot training. 
What a thrill to leave the Flying Elk runway and in¬ 
stantly be 2,000-feet above the groundl We still 
need someone experienced in running a Fixed Base 
Operation to purchase the acreage set aside as the 
FBO. I’m also looking for a young competent Almost 
Heaven CFI ready to take 20 new solo pilots through 
certification as FAA Private Pilots. This July 4th, we 
will be offering “Penny-A-Pound” airplane rides to 
kids at the new airport in keeping with our “As 
America Once Was, We Still Are,” Independence Day 
theme. 

Idaho County has been widening the Woodland road 
in preparation for black-topping this Summer. Addi¬ 
tionally Highland will be applying fine gravel to 
some of the Almost Heaven sub-division roads. The 
improvements will be paid for with receipts from 
this year’s grass harvest. The completion of Flying 
Elk II roads and runway fulfills my promise to pro¬ 
vide a Constitutional Covenant Community capable 
of being an ark in a time of Noah soon to arrive. 
More and more quality Americans are moving their 
homes to Almost Heaven. We have fewer than 20 
homesites to be claimed. Each of the nine sub¬ 
divisions will have its own organizational make-up 
in coordination with the other communities.

WEAVER’S MOUNTAIN 

Most readers are well acquainted with what hap¬ 
pened on Ruby Ridge, August 1992, where three 
people were killed by gunfire and two others were 
wounded. I have told my side of the tragedy many 
times as a speaker and in this Newsletter. Out of re¬ 
spect for the Weavers, I have not written anything 


definitive waiting for their story. In the meantime a 
made for TV movie gave America a distorted idea of 
the Weaver Family; several books have been pub¬ 
lished by people who weren’t there. Finally Sara 
and Randy have their story in print. The book is

I admire Randy for not overtly hating the people re¬ 
sponsible for murdering his son and wife. I hope 
he, Sara and Rachel will forgive me for preventing 
their deaths at the hands of Dick Roger’s FBI-HRT. I 
can directly relate to how they felt six years ago as 
they huddled alone within their hand-made cabin. 
Alone because both Sammy and Vicki had been re¬ 
moved and cremated by the government. Dick 
Rogers warned me Sunday evening that if Weavers’ 
didn’t come out by Noon the next day, they would 
be “taken outl” Randy didn’t know how close he 
and his three daughters were to death by explosion 
and gunfire. I purposely didn’t warn them because 
I knew what their response would be. The morning 
of the final day, Randy said he and the girls (Sara 
16, Rachel 10, Elisheba 10-months) had prayed 
about surrendering, but decided against it: “They 
killed our brother and our mother. They will have 
to kill us as well.” I knew the feeling. 

28-years before, I had thrown my battle gear on the 
ground, ripped off my tiger-shirt and stormed down 
a major enemy road screaming in vain for them to 
kill me as they had just done to my dear friend and 
comrade, Sergeant First Class William Ferguson. 
The living feel such guilt that death is preferable 
over the unbearable pain of remaining alive and 
seemingly alone. Weavers wanted to join Sammy 
and Vicki. Unfortunately, both the FBI and Aryan 
Nations wanted the whole family dead. The FBI 
swore an oath: “Nobody’s coming off that mountain 
alive!” The White Supremacists wanted martyrs to 
further their cause. The only ones in rifle range of 
the cabin who wanted the family alive were Bo Gritz 
and Jack McLamb. 

It was a miracle that we weren’t all killed. Rogers 
was determined there would be no witnesses to the 
senseless shootings and we weren’t going to leave 
the Weavers alone. Demolition pole charges had 
been readied Sunday evening to blow the windows 
and walls. In a last ditch desperate move to save the 
family, if Randy refused to surrender, I thought to 
wait until little El was asleep on the floor blankets. I 
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would then put my arms around Randy, while Jack 
sought to secure both Rachel and Sara. We would 
take them to the floor, hoping they would under¬ 
stand, while I gave the code word “Alaska.” This 
would tell the FBI that we were on the floor cover¬ 
ing Randy and the girls — as safe as we could be 
from the exploding shards of glass and wood. 
Rogers would then set off the plastic explosives and 
his valiant SWAT team would charge what (who) 
ever was left. Jack feared they would just shoot us 
all if we survived the detonations — I suspected he 
was right, but couldn’t think of a better plan. 

As it turned out Randy probably saved us all when 
he yelled from the cabin that he had thought it over 
and wouldn’t come out. I bolted to the top of the 
stairs knowing that Rogers would use any excuse to 
destroy the cabin and its occupants. The clock 
ticked down as we did our best to convince Randy to 
open the door. When he finally did (exactly at 
Noon — the deadline) it was to say: “Get your 
things together girls, we are going to follow Colonel 
Bo down the hillT” 

Kevin Harris walked out of the Boise Federal Court 
room a free man. Randy was acquitted of every se¬ 
rious account. I collected his $10,000 fine in just 
two public appearances. During the trial, both the 
federal prosecutor and the FBI were strongly ad¬ 
monished and fined by the judge for withholding 
evidence and improper conduct. The Department of 
Justice would later pay the Weavers $3.2-million in 
an out of court settlement for the wrongful death of 
Sammy and Vicki. 

Boundary County Attorney Denise Woodbury, 
charged FBI-HRT sniper Lon Horouchi with the 
reckless killing of Vicki Weaver. It was decided that 
Horouchi would be tried in the Boise Federal Court 
under Idaho law. Last month Judge Edward Lodge 
ruled there would be no trial. It meant Horouchi 
would not give up his chain of command who or¬ 
dered him to murder Vicki as she stood holding the 
door open for her wounded husband, Sara and 
Kevin Harris. Randy was able to add this adjust¬ 
ment to his book as it went to print. The case 
against the FBI is now under appeal. 

Randy and his girls have had a steep emotional 
climb without the physical presence of Sammy and 
Vicki in their life. Failure to see the blood of their 
innocent family cleansed through our “criminal” 
justice system, the ground remains stained and the 
trek continues up Weaver Mountain. Be certain to

SPIKE IN REVIEW 

November 1992 — I kept my commitment to warn 
America of the coming demise of our sovereignty 
through insolvency. U.S. Constitutional law could 
save America, if Americans cared enough to breathe 
life back into our supreme law by electing patriots 
into public office from grassroots to the White 
House. I knew what would happen even before we 
started in late 1991. Americans would either 
choose II Chronicles 7:14, or leave the righteous no 
choice but II Corinthians 6:17. I thought my mis¬ 
sion was simply to run a proper campaign of aware¬ 
ness so that those with God’s love and law in their 
heart would have a choice. There would be two 
more steps required. 

January 1993, I began an intensive training effort 
across the United States designed to teach and equip 
God’s elect to survive the coming tribulation. At the 
same time I was commissioned to establish an ark 
for a remnant in a place that would be safe from the 
prophetic misfortunes to come. Both have now been 
accomplished. Resident Spike training saw some 
5,000 Americans participate in at least one phase 
with video and Spike team extensions to many more. 
We will most probably sell out of Almost Heaven 
home sites by the end of summer, but will continue 
to offer land through sub-division of current owner 
lots. It was always my plan that people with vision 
enough to purchase acreages would end up with 
their personal homesites being paid for by sharing 
land with late comers. Still there was more to do. 

June 1996 concluded the regular Spike training 
with Phase-12 in Sacramento. I hoped that indi¬ 
viduals would identify specialties through personal 
interest and become experts in essential skills 
through organization of local Spike teams, coopera¬ 
tive training programs, and individual pursuit. It 
didn’t happen. I thought a couple of elite adventure 
courses might prime the pump for follow-up emer¬ 
gency medicine, communications, engineering, field 
operations, operations and intelligence. We con¬ 
ducted Spike Airborne in Chattanooga and Scuba at 
Hal Watts 40 Fathom Grotto in Florida. It finally 
dawned on me that no one can be expected to pick 
themselves up by their own hair and be transported 
from one dimension to another. I can’t expect Spik- 
ers to do for themselves what others combined with 
experience did for me. 

Currently, we are preparing “Specialist” by offering 
concentrated courses over several days. Completing 
a Spike Specialty Course does not mean you are 
done. Like being awarded a Blackbelt, the Spiker 
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now knows enough to become an expert in the spe¬ 
cial field of interest they attended. Thus far we have 
completed Operations & Intelligence, Emergency 
Medicine, Field Operations, and Spike Weapons; 
leaving Leadership-Tactics, Communications, and 
Engineering to be completed. I have trained elite 
units all over the world from Taesons (Rangers), 
Frogmen, and HALO (Military Freefall) in South 
America to Recondo Guerrillas in Asia, Fast Attack 
units in the Mid-East, and Commandos in Africa. I 
am very pleased with the progress of our Spikers. 
Those who have attended both Field Operations are 

on the verge of achieving a tactical-leadership en¬ 

lightenment liken to the magical moment you sud¬ 
denly could swim or ride a bike — once you gain it. 
it is never lost . For that reason I am going to delay 
Spike Communications in Denver and substitute 

Spike Tactical Leadership in Las Vegas. I think it 

is important to exploit what I perceive as a sig¬ 

nificant victory . 

Spike Weapons (Field Ops II) brought more partici¬ 
pants than expected or desired. What makes special 
operations special is that they never go as planned. 
Scott Weekly was scheduled but unable to be with 
us when his Dad passed away in Washington, D.C. 
Our super long range shooting was shortened some 
what when much of the ammunition proved faulty . 
I caution all .50 Caliber shooters using HMG am¬ 
munition to consider personally re-priming and 
hand loading any bullets you desire to fire the 
first time. Some of our test ammunition had two- 
second hang fire (not good, especially in .50 Cal). 
Some rounds did fire after denting the primers 
more than once. I recall several years ago a USG 
pro gram offering primers with extremely limited 

shelf-life to better control ammunition distribu¬ 

tion and prevent stock-piling ! 

Still, the training measured up to everything I had 
hoped to accomplish. Rather than print a critique 
in my words, I’ll share a letter that just came in 
from a Colorado Spiker. 

“Dear Gritz Family and staff, 

I want to take this opportunity in behalf of Alpha-1 
from Denver, to thank you for the exquisite training 
by Stan C on preparing the fresh beef, the really 
fresh chicken, the fresh sample of Western Buzz 
Tail, the abuse applied to Doug Olson and Hammer¬ 
head (John G) during the self-defense demonstra¬ 
tions, Hammer-head’s professional Scope Reticle 
Range Finding and target training, Bobby Steward’s 
manufacturing of over 150 ‘Lovers of the Bo(w),’ 
John P’s class on weapons modifications, the Jim 


Jones demonstrations on various grades of Night Vi¬ 
sion Equipment, the very informative camouflage 
class and face paint demonstration, Jim’s weapons 
specialist class, Immediate Action Drills and his no 
nonsense ‘Bull Dog’ style of barking out orders to 
the Company, and the inspirational confidence in¬ 
stilled in the entire Company of SPIKERS by Col. ‘Bo’ 
Gritz. Even Jim Gritz who is usually shaking his 
head in disgust, was smiling at the results1 

Our Second Platoon Leader, Brad was exceptional, 
professional, respectful and we would be honored 
to serve him again. 

Our 1st Squad Leader John M had very good atti¬ 
tude even after our entire squad argued about our 
plans and tactics up until the time of our deploy¬ 
ment and he learned a lot that weekend the hard 
way, as we all did. I am confident that he will be 
sharp as a needle the next time around, as will Al¬ 
pha-1. 

Our 2nd Platoon Mess Sergeant was T.D. from Ari¬ 
zona, an old high school buddy of mine and the 
man who changed my life by introducing me to 
SPIKE, was noted as in charge of preparing the best 
chow that Jim Gritz has ever had in the field. 
Troops were getting back in the chow line at least 
three or four times. There were no leftovers. 

The camaraderie was immense. As much as we 
hated each other during the “war,” we love our 
SPIKE brothers and sisters and would back them up 
anyplace, anytime, even those guys from Texas. 

The Memorial Day Service that all of us dirty and 
beat up ‘Memorial Day War’ veterans and casualties 
took part in was the most beautiful ceremony I have 
ever witnessed. Every troop was lined in a circle 
around the Colonel. Bo started the Stars & Stripes 
moving clockwise around the circle. As the flag 
was passed from one SPIKER to the next, each sol¬ 
dier announced one or more fallen American com¬ 
rades known to them or not. I have never seen so 
many hard men and women weep like we all did 
that day. My dad served in the Big Red One in Viet¬ 
nam, my grandfathers and uncles on both sides of 
the family served in W. W.II. They all came back 
alive. Although I haven’t lost anyone, I couldn’t 
help but pitch in some tears when I announced ‘All 
of my dad’s buddies in Vietnam. ’ I’m crying again 
just writing this letter.

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We all appreciate Kelly’s critique. He was my per¬ 
sonal choice for Most Outstanding Spiker, but I was 
out voted by a majority of my cadre in favor of Tom 
Peek from North Carolina. I’m known for being a 
hardheaded uncompromising majority of one, es¬ 
pecially when it came to my Cambodian mercenar¬ 
ies in revolt, but since Tom was my second choice, I 
acquiesced. However, in light of Kelly’s compre¬ 
hensive report, being obvious he didn’t miss a 
thing — other than possibly laser range finders, 
knives, hatches, flint & steel, CQC by our Concealed 
Weapons Instructor, and the dislocation of Mitch’s 
knee in the 1st Platoon, I am going to make an ex¬ 
ception and designate TWO Distinguished Honor 
Graduates for Spike Field Ops II.

I 
know of six doctors of medicine, not counting regis¬ 
tered nurses, chiropractors, naturalists, et al; Our 
oldest SPIKER was 81 (we gave him a Cross of 
Honor), we had several youngsters in the 10-year 
category, not least of which was Toby, our Guidon 
bearer, and recipient of a Spike Achievement Medal. 
I’m glad Toby is home-schooled. Can you imagine 
his 5th grade teacher asking the class what they did 
over the Memorial Day weekend and seeing Toby’s 
hand go upT We had active duty service men and 
women in attendance (recognized Wanza with a 
Cross of Honor). A Spike lady was part of the Best 
Squad (decorated twice), several ladies were recog¬ 
nized for outstanding performance. 

We even were graced with an undercover FBI agent 
who revealed himself on the last day with identifi¬ 
cation and a complement that he had never received 
so much quality training in such a short time. He 
probably won’t be back since he told me his report 
won’t contain a single negative entry. One FEMA 
agent from “Erie County” actually dropped his 
badge in the dirt before deployment to the field, but 
wouldn’t claim it even though I announced the 
number. Later a wannabe asked for the badge, but 
couldn’t describe it. I personally invite all Ameri¬ 
cans to get involved with Spike. We are openly and 
proudly teaching our people to be prepared and 
Stand Ready for every emergency.

My son Micheil suggested that our next Spike Field 
Ops contain more of my personal participation in 
the area of tactics and field leadership. SPIKE Tac¬ 
tical Leadership (WAR FIGHTER) will focus on 
small unit (six-person) tactical field problem¬ 
solving, command & control, maneuvering, and W. 
A.R. Fighting strategy. Everyone will have a “time 
in the bucket” as we conduct numerous short dura¬ 
tion day-night exercises using paintball guns for 
added incentive. Emphasis will be placed on proper 
troop-leading steps including the construction and 
issuance of a proper field order. Every combat 
leader worth “Green Tabs” (only worn by persons 
in command, responsible for mission accomplish¬ 
ment, and troop welfare) must balance mission suc¬ 
cess with troop survival. 

As the Intelligence Officer and Reconnaissance 
Chief of Delta Project (Delta Force), it was my job to 
field and lead small teams of two Americans and 
three Chinese capable of infiltrating deep within 
denied areas to gather and extract strategic infor¬ 
mation. Those who observed us (including Robin 
Moore, author of the book The Green Berets) 
thought it was impossible to go into such a hostile 
environment and come out alive — but we did it 
numerous times. 

The Vietnam U.S. High Command considered the 
Mobile Guerrilla Task Force as a one-time suicide 
effort to strike the enemy in his own safe zone. It 
was beyond reality that my Cambodian MGTF-957 
Blackjack unit (equals 21) could recover a U-2 Spy 
Plane captured by the Communists — but we didl 
It wasn’t even within the realm of human capability 
for 100 of us to infiltrate War Zone D and remain 
for an extended period conducting guerrilla war¬ 
fare operations against 15 battalion and regimental 
units — but we did! Moreover, we lost ONLY ONE 
Cambodian KIA in more than 50 raids, ambush, 
and other combat engagements — NOW THAT 
WAS A SUCCESSFUL MISSION! 

On a less happy day, we accomplished another mis¬ 
sion, but suffered a terrible defeat acting as “bait” 
for the U.S. 1st Infantry Division. I was so angered 
by the irreplaceable losses that I flew to Trang Sup 
(CIDG Training Base), secured an alternate Cambo- 
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dian guerrilla unit in preparation (MGTF 966), re¬ 
turned to the War Zone and fought the enemy, a 
North Vietnamese Division, “the Special Forces 
way” until we had extracted sufficient carnage to 
pay for the precious lives of TF 957. General John 
Hay, CG of the Big Red One, was so astounded, he 
presented my entire team with the highest decora¬ 
tions he was authorized to bestow (including three 
for myself). 

At age 44, three Americans (Gary Goldman, Scott 
Weekly and I) crossed the mile-wide Mekong River 
into Communist Laos six times on U.S. POW recov¬ 
ery missions. At one point, 100-miles inside Laos, a 
Pathet Lao Regiment and Vietnamese Special Forces 
Battalion were dedicated to hunting us down. The 
U.S. Ambassador was informed by Communist 
authorities that I would be “summarily executed” 
when found. A Hollywood puke named Spivy tried 
to secure the rights to the “Bo Gritz Story” from 
Claudia. He told her: “There is 99-percent odds 
your husband will be captured and killed. You 
need the security for you and the children.” 
Claudia replied: “You don’t know my husband very 
well!” Red River Dave at Knoxberry Farms wrote 
and was singing “The Ballad of Bo Gritz” lamenting 
how we had been killed rescuing our POW broth¬ 
ers. Against all odds we all made it home! 

What about Burma and General Khun Sa’s Golden 
Triangle inner-sanctum? What would you bet two 
Americans could get in and out again with informa¬ 
tion on exactly who in Washington, D.C. is respon¬ 
sible for trafficking illegal drugs into America? We 
actually walked in broad daylight through a Thai 
Ranger unit guarding the border between Thailand 
and Burma — using a technique of invisibility. 
Now, on top of that, calculate the logic and chance 
of a single target, me, escaping prison after the 
President of the United States commands: “GET BO 
GRITZ!” — but it happened! 

While training the Afghans, one of the leaders com¬ 
mented: “Colonel Bo, if we do everything you say, 
we will kill all of the Communists without losing 
any of our Mujahadeen! That is unacceptable! You 
have read the Holy Koran. You know we must suf¬ 
fer losses in order to take revenge!” 

Many pundits and critics thought Weavers couldn’t 
be saved — until I arrested the Governor of Idaho, 
FBI Director, Chief U.S. Marshal and Gene Glenn, 
the Special Agent in Charge of Western States — 
and the Weaver Family filed down Ruby Ridge. 
Twice I went to Billings, MT to stall SWAT teams 
from taking Red Beckman’s home. 


Many so called patriots are lining up today to say 
Jim and I will go to prison and Jon and Ben Wie- 
gand can’t be saved from a Satanic Connecticut ca¬ 
bal — but you best not align yourself too closely 
with those cold and timid souls who have never 
dared greatly — never knowing either victory or 
defeat! 

Point : We can expect to do the impossible; per¬ 
form miracles on demand . IF WE DO IT THE_ SPEz 
CIAL FORCES, WAYJFj I will personally show you 
the Dao of Gan-sz-dwei as an essential part of 
SPIKE WAR FIGHT. It isn’t good enough to just 
win. To not be a loss, everyone must cross the fin¬ 
ish line — TOGETHER ! This time I will only accept 
120 strong-hearts willing to work hard to master 
an art so rare that it can’t be bought or found any¬ 
where but in the form of one who has it, sharing 
with others through personal direction and hands 
on experience. Join me — SPIKE WAR FIGHTERS. 

FREEMEN OR FOOLS 

Two years ago I flew with Jack McLamb and Randy 
Weaver to Jordan, Montana. The siege of Justus 
Township (Clark Ranch) by the FBI had reached a 
deadly point. Jack and I both vowed there would 
not be a repeat of Waco if we could prevent it. The 
Montana Freemen were reported to have scores of 
angry men behind fortifications with explosives, 
automatic and heavy caliber guns ready to kill any¬ 
one who crossed the line. It was obvious to us that 
the Feds had run out of patience and were gearing 
up for the kill. The HRT (Hostage Response Team) 
responsible for the debacles at both Ruby Ridge and 
Waco were supplanting the CIRG (Critical Incident 
Response Group) negotiators. A military staging 
area north of Fort Peck Lake was filling up with im¬ 
plements of war. I had called Mike Halke, a Mon¬ 
tana SAC (Special Agent in Charge) to check on 
progress and finally to inform him that Jack and I 
were enroute. I landed my twin-Cessna at Billings 
to meet Jack and Randy, who were arriving by com¬ 
mercial carrier, and comply with an FBI request to 
meet with CIRG-SSA (Senior Special Agent Jim 
Duffy) from Quantico. 

Jim and I were about the same size, determined- 
ugly, with lots of experience milage. Jim said the 
Freemen had specifically said they would shoot me 
on sight and to prevent bloodshed the FBI would ar¬ 
rest me upon landing at Jordan. After a short, but 
heated conclusion, I assured SSA Duffy that they 
would get the chance the next day. 

Jack, Randy and I taxied for take-off even though 
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the airport advisory was for no flight due to extreme 
winds, severe turbulence and dangerous storms. 
Having been through no “Plan B” at Ruby Ridge, my 
passengers strapped in for a rough flight. The land¬ 
ing at Jordan wasn’t picture perfect, but considering 
a 50-knot quartering head wind with heavy wind- 
shear and gusts, we were satisfied to be on the 
ground. The FBI and Montana State Police road¬ 
block insisted that I report to the Command Center 
at the Jordan Fairground. 

I saw people there I recognized from Ruby Ridge. 
Robin Montgomery had been an observer, but now 
was SAC-HRT. Jim Duffy and the CIRG chiefs were 
also there along with Director Freeh’s #3. More 
mental judo resulted in a confession that a penetra¬ 
tion agent was on the way out with vital informa¬ 
tion and they didn’t want me interfering. I was al¬ 
lowed to be present for the debrief. The female as¬ 
sured the all present that the Freemen were poised 
to fight to the death with no chance of surrender. 
They were heavily armed with illegal munitions and 
ready to use deadly force on anyone including 
neighbors. The FBI-HRT would have to move to 
prevent the endangerment of innocent lives. I in¬ 
sisted on being allowed to conduct my own survey 
of weapons, fortifications and attitudes. The SAC 
finally agreed. 

Jack and I drove an FBI SUV to the Clark gate and 
walked up the road toward the house about 1,000 
yards distance. We were met by Edwin Clark. I 
thanked Edwin for wearing a POW-Remembrance 
bracelet — an instant bond was formed. We were 
all Vets. I was allowed to account for, identify and 
speak to all personnel within the siege area, includ¬ 
ing munitions. The Freemen didn’t have half of the 
manpower reported by the FBI and none of the for¬ 
tifications, demolitions, illegal weapons, .50 Cal. 
sniper rifles, or killer attitude. We were assured by 
the group that no one would be hurt who didn’t 
first try to hurt the Freemen. Our first day was 
done. There would be no armored-aerial assault. 

The Freemen had some good points that needed to 
be made in a public forum. The next day Jack and I 
suggested a group spokesman make a video presen¬ 
tation that we would present to the media. Russell 
Landers was self-elected. Concealing the tape until 
we were before the assembled media, I explained 
the Freemen position and held out the video — 
which no one would touch. Finally a shocked TV 
cameraman accepted the cassette. Jim Duffy told 
me later: “The hardest thing I have ever had to do as 
an FBI Agent was get that video away from the me¬ 
dia.” He said the DOJ needed it for evidence. 


Summing up the Freemen attitudes during hours of 
conversation, it was clear that Gerry Spence was not 
the right lawyer to represent their interests in court. 
Spence would not put up with their 1807 law an¬ 
tics, but I knew a lawyer who would. John DeCamp 
had been key in unlocking the cells to free members 
of the Militia of Montana when it was feared by 
freaked-out Montana legislators the MOMs would 
precipitate a violent nationwide patriot uprising. 
DeCamp defused the tension in a single day. As a 
former Nebraska State Senator, John DeCamp had 
written an explosive expose’, The Franklin Coverz 
Up . revealing how the man, Larry King, who sang 
the National Anthem at both Ronald Reagan Repub¬ 
lican Conventions, was using an Omaha savings and 
loan to launder CIA drug money, supply Washing¬ 
ton big-wig pedophiles with children, and as a cen¬ 
ter of Satan worship. John DeCamp would be the 
perfect person to weave the valid Freemen points 
into their defense. America might at last know the 
truth about the FED and our un-Constitutional sys¬ 
tem of currency and credit. It was something only 
the Freemen could do because of their visibility. 
Every eye in the nation was on them. 

We all agreed it was a great plan — all except the 
Freemen and the FBI. The Freemen turned out to be 
fools. A means that could have restored Constitu¬ 
tional law never left Justus Township. I was called 
ignorant because I wouldn’t agree that an 1807 
opinion describing jurors as only free white males, 
21 years or older, who owned property, and didn’t 
work for the government. My argument that laws 
change when: we won our independence; they 
changed; when women got the vote; with the abol¬ 
ishment of slavery; the 14th Amendment, 18-year 
old voters; etc., was rejected. The Freemen would 
not respect any other court than their own. 

The government wanted the Freemen behind bars 
and that is exactly what they got. Instead of facing 
reality and doing both America and themselves a 
great service by allowing a DeCamp to beat the sys¬ 
tem as both Weaver and I had done by using the 
law, the Freemen lost a once-in-a-lifetime opportu¬ 
nity and elected to remain contrary and without a 
voice for two years as America went back to sleep. 
They are passing now like an unremembered dream 
from one cell to another with hardly a conscious 
notice. 

I have warned you concerning agent provocateurs. 
I described how an FBI Special Agent was able to 
penetrate the Freemen and lure Leroy Schweitzer 
and his chief lieutenant, Peterson, to a place where 
they were shot with high voltage-tasers and carted 
off to the Billings, Montana jail. Last month a sec- 
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ond tale surfaced concerning the Montana Free¬ 
men (the final 12 currently standing trial — two 
others pleaded guilty). Connie and Dale Jakes 
have written a book {False Prophets) about how 
they duped the Freemen for 14-months, but were 
in turn cheated out of $316,000 by the FBI. 
Connie hired on as the Freemen office manager. 
u On the back pages of her legal pad she recorded 
names of visiting militiamen, license plate num¬ 
bers, telephone numbers, and computer code 
numbers :” The FBI received a dump on dozens of 
“basic hate groups” who trooped in for seminars 
on how to pass phony paper for legitimate money 
instruments. The FBI was so interested it put off 
the siege in favor of gathering more information. 
The Freemen (nine in jail for two years) went on 
trial the 27th of May. 

Emmett Clark (69) admitted he threatened Fed¬ 
eral Judge Jack Shanstrom. Emmett was sen¬ 
tenced to time served — two years since their ar¬ 
rest following an 81 day stand-off. I was glad to 
see Emmett freed. He was the actual owner of the 
property that became Justus Township under 
Schweitzer and his followers. Emmett can’t read 
or write. Emmett’s pride was in teaching young¬ 
sters how to sheer a sheep the old way — he had 
been the fastest in Montana. Emmett told me that 
he was bilked into signing a huge U.S. Govern¬ 
ment loan by the County Attorney Nickolas P. 
Mumion, who also doubled as the Jordan town 
banker and approver of USG Agriculture loans. 
Murnion knew Emmett couldn’t meet the pay¬ 
ment schedule and made the loan with the intent 
of seizing the Clark property from the beginning. 
The FBI told me they were there to arrest the 

wrong people . The chief agents admitted the real 
Oil-Can Harry villain was Murnion! 

In the most bizarre miscarriage of recognition I 
am aware of, Nickolas Murnion was just se¬ 
lected for the prestigious 1998 JFK Profile in 
Courage Award to be presented in Boston along 
with a $25,000 check! The selection was based 
on his brave stand against the terrorist Free¬ 
men. 

When I first entered the Clark home, I noticed a 
huge lower jaw from a Tyrannosaurus Rex. Won¬ 
dering if it was real, Emmett informed me that the 
ranch was littered with such remains. If it is true 
what it said about fossil-fuels, maybe Oil-Can 
Harry was looking to foreclose on the Clark prop¬ 
erty for its liquid assets. It was when Slick-50 
Murnion started pressing foreclosure that Leroy 


and Freemen arrived to save the day. Edwin 
Clark, Emmett’s nephew, was acquitted in April of 
any wrong doing. Five others, who could have 
walked out without arrest while I was negotiat¬ 
ing, were found guilty of aiding, abetting, and re¬ 
sisting. They have already served two years in 
pre-trial and will yet be sentenced to more. 

A total of 20 “Freemen” were charged. Six were 
tried in April wherein Edwin was freed and five 
were found guilty. The current trial is for 14 
Freemen charged with more serious crimes. Two 
of that number pleaded guilty. Emmett was re¬ 
leased. Dana Landers (Russell’s wife) will testify 
against the others. Dana must return to Colorado 
for fraud charges involving the class-action suit I 
warned you about in 1993. Nine of the hardcore 
Freemen on trial this month continue to refuse 
representation and remain locked-up Leroy and 
Russell spit in the faces of their jailers and had to 
be dragged in their underware to a viewing room 
to watch the court proceedings. A jury of seven 
women and five men presided over by Federal 
Judge John Coughenour will determine the fate of 
the so-called Freemen. To me the “freemen” 
missed their calling, What a waste of life, rotting 
away in a federal prison, when they might have 
performed a great service to our nation. It is sort 
of like the Minutemen surrendering to the Red¬ 
coats without firing a single shotT

It is public record that William Jefferson Clinton 
purposely avoided the draft during the Vietnam 
War.

This was at the same time a Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. rabbi declared “America is no longer 
a government of Goy.” 

In April it was reported that 80-percent of all 
contributions to the Democratic National Party 
were made by wealthy New York Jews.

FORGIVE AND “FORGET” 

We are commanded to forgive those who trespass 
against us 70 - times -7, but can we forget. God 
doesn’t give us more than we can handle and knows 
that requiring us to “forget” might be too much to ex¬ 
pect, but we shouldn’t apply our own shortcomings to 
God.
